Washington, May fi.—There was a 


time in the country's history when 
military 
enumerations 
backed 
by 


bayonets, went out among the people 
to take a compulsory service census. 
Today under the principle of univer- 
nal liubiliy to service the execution of 
the law is put into the hands of the 
people, 


The approval of the new national 


army bill and the President's procla- 
mation thereunder will be coincident. 
All persons within the age limits pre- 
scribed will be required to present 
themselves for 
registration at the 


customary voting places in the voting 
precincts in which they have their 
permanent home, on a day which the 
President will announce; the probabil- 
ity in that from 10 to 15 days will 
ellipse Itetween approval of the bill 
nnd registration days. 


The governor of each state will be 


the chief of registration therein. 


The machinery of registration in 


each county i» to be in charge of the 
sheriff, the county clerk and county 
phyi-iiciiin, acting cx-oflicio, unless a 
different board shall be announced by 
the governor. 
In cities containing 


populations of more than .'10,000, the 
registration will be under control of 
the mayor and selected board of reg- 
istration. In order that the designat- 
ed county and city officials, 
and the 


people general]!] can get a clear un- 
nVrKUndinff of the census method the 
following brief outline is given. 


The sheriffs or other designated of- 


ficiuls immediately upon receiving no- 
tice from the governor, «hall appoint 
rcgiatratarg for each voting precinct. 


The proportion of registrars shall 


lie one for each 170 persons to be reg- 
istered. 
Each age to be registered 


will comprise about one per cent, of 
the population. 
If for instance, all 


men between 19 and 25 years of age, 
inclusive, are to be registered, the 
registrar would huvc t oenroll about 
seven per cent of the precinct popu- 
lation. 


It is desirable to accept the services 


of eoni|H>tcnt volunteer registrars to 
nerve without compensation. All reg- 
istrars much be sworn. 


The voting place in each precinct 


must be 'prepared 
for 
registration. 


Full printed 
instructions 
covering 


every detail of registration will be in 
the hands of sheriffs and mayors on 
the fifth day after the President's 
proclamation. 


The mayor 
of a city containing 


more than 30,000 inhabitants, or the 
officials designated by the governor 
therein, shall with approval of the 
governor, appoint for each ward or 
convenient miner sub-division contain- 
ing about 30,000 people one registra- 
tion board and shall designate one 
ocer of each board to perform duties 
ximilur to those imposed upon the 
iiheritT, us heretofore outlined. 
If 


the mayor desire.5, he may appoint 
a centrol 
board to co-ordinate| the 


work of minor boards. 


On tin- fifth day after the Presi- 


dent had issued

Washington, May fi.—There was a 


time in the country's history when 
military 
enumerations 
backed 
by 


bayonets, went out among the people 
to take a compulsory service census. 
Today under the principle of univer- 
nal liubiliy to service the execution of 
the law is put into the hands of the 
people, 


The approval of the new national 


army bill and the President's procla- 
mation thereunder will be coincident. 
All persons within the age limits pre- 
scribed will be required to present 
themselves for 
registration at the 


customary voting places in the voting 
precincts in which they have their 
permanent home, on a day which the 
President will announce; the probabil- 
ity in that from 10 to 15 days will 
ellipse Itetween approval of the bill 
nnd registration days. 


The governor of each state will be 


the chief of registration therein. 


The machinery of registration in 


each county i» to be in charge of the 
sheriff, the county clerk and county 
phyi-iiciiin, acting cx-oflicio, unless a 
different board shall be announced by 
the governor. 
In cities containing 


populations of more than .'10,000, the 
registration will be under control of 
the mayor and selected board of reg- 
istration. In order that the designat- 
ed county and city officials, 
and the 


people general]!] can get a clear un- 
nVrKUndinff of the census method the 
following brief outline is given. 


The sheriffs or other designated of- 


ficiuls immediately upon receiving no- 
tice from the governor, «hall appoint 
rcgiatratarg for each voting precinct. 


The proportion of registrars shall 


lie one for each 170 persons to be reg- 
istered. 
Each age to be registered 


will comprise about one per cent, of 
the population. 
If for instance, all 


men between 19 and 25 years of age, 
inclusive, are to be registered, the 
registrar would huvc t oenroll about 
seven per cent of the precinct popu- 
lation. 


It is desirable to accept the services 


of eoni|H>tcnt volunteer registrars to 
nerve without compensation. All reg- 
istrars much be sworn. 


The voting place in each precinct 


must be 'prepared 
for 
registration. 


Full printed 
instructions 
covering 


every detail of registration will be in 
the hands of sheriffs and mayors on 
the fifth day after the President's 
proclamation. 


The mayor 
of a city containing 


more than 30,000 inhabitants, or the 
officials designated by the governor 
therein, shall with approval of the 
governor, appoint for each ward or 
convenient miner sub-division contain- 
ing about 30,000 people one registra- 
tion board and shall designate one 
ocer of each board to perform duties 
ximilur to those imposed upon the 
iiheritT, us heretofore outlined. 
If 


the mayor desire.5, he may appoint 
a centrol 
board to co-ordinate| the 


work of minor boards. 


On tin- fifth day after the Presi- 


dent had issued 
his 
proclamation, 


clerks of counties und cities of over 
30,000 must secure a supply of blanks
